In this section you’ll find answers to commonly-asked questions about 
FoxBASE+/Mae or the documentation. 


“FoxBASE+/Mac has two relational operators that test for 
equality. What’s the difference between the single equal sign (=) 
and the double equal sign (==)?” 

The single equal sign performs a comparison between two values of the 
same type. This operator is suited for comparing numeric, date and 
logical data, and it can be used to compare character data. However, 
when comparing character expressions with this operator, the results 
may not be exactly what you’d expect. Character expressions are com¬ 
pared character for character from left to right until one of the expres¬ 
sions is not equal to the other, or until the expression on the right side 
of the equal sign ends (SET EXACT OFF) or until both expressions end 
(SET EXACT ON). Trailing blanks are ignored when EXACT is ON. 

The double equal sign (==), though, is provided expressly for the pur¬ 
pose of comparing character data. If two character data expressions are 
compared using the double equal sign, the expressions on both sides of 
the “==” operator must contain exactly the same characters, including 
the same number of blanks at the end, to be considered equal (whether 
EXACT is OFF or ON). 

In the table that follows, the underscore character that appears in the 
Comparison Values represents a blank space.

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If a format is set, the Change menu will contain six options: Previous, 
Next, Top, Bottom, Delete/Recall and Append Blank. 

The first four options move the record pointer through the database. 
The Delete/Recall option allows you to mark or unmark the current 
record for deletion — the Delete option is displayed if the record is not 
currently marked for deletion and Recall is displayed if the current 
record is marked for deletion. Finally, the Append Blank option will 
add a blank record to the end of the database and display the record for 
editing. 

In the multi-user version of FoxBASE+/Mac 2.0, a Lock option will also 
appear in the Change menu if a format file is opened for use with a 
database. The Lock option will lock the current record, and it must be 
chosen before the record can be edited. Once chosen, this option chan¬ 
ges to Unlock. 

If a format is not set, then the Change menu that appears will contain 
two options: Browse and Append Blank.

The Browse option allows you to switch from the default Change win¬ 
dow to the Browse window (and from Browse you can switch back).

Running under Multi-Finder 


FoxBASE+/Mac (which is completely MultiFinder-friendly) is configured with a 
recommended partition size of 1200K. If you are running FoxBASE+/Mac in black and 
white (two colors), you can run in a substantially smaller partition. 

To determine and/or change the number of colors per pixel, simply pull down the 
Apple menu, select Control Panel, and choose the Monitor Icon from the pallette. The 
number of colors per pixel may be selected from the list on the right hand side of the 
Monitor Panel. The more colors selected, the more memory FoxBASE+/Mac (and other 
applications) require to run. If you are running on a Mac II with 1 megabyte of 
memory, you will want to select the 2 color option in the Monitor Panel.

Problems 

• View files are not transferrable from one computer to another, as they were 
in version 1.1. It appears that the default path is recorded in the view file, 
rather than being created, based on the position of the application. This 
default path cannot be eliminated from the file so it will not function on any 
system with a different disk name from the original. Could you remove this 
‘feature’ from the view file and let the program set it own default path? 

• In Chapter 5 (page 5-4) of the User’s Guide it says that the maximum 
number of files open is dependant on how the Macintosh system is 
configured. It appears from problems I have encountered that under 
Multifinder with no other applications open the maximum number of files 
open in FoxBASE is limited to about 20. This limit is independant of the 
FILES setting in the config.fx file. I couldn’t get a clear answer from Apple 
Australia on the number of open files the current system can support or 
what factors affect the number of open files allowed. If you could pursue this 
one I would appreciate it. However I did see a note the other day on (the 
mythical) System 7 which suggested that the number of open files will be 
increased, so we may just have to wait. Meanwhile, more details in the 
relevant section of the manuals on the factors that affect the maximum 
number of open files may help. 



• This one is very strange. I was running a program on the Ilci and entering 
data into a field on screen. The relevant lines were: 

store 0 to amount 
@ 5,5 get amount picture ‘###.##’ 

The field would accept 123.45 happily but would not accept 1.23 or 12.34. 
When the decimal point in the shorter numbers was entered, the previous 
digit(s) were erased and subsequent digits appeared after the decimal point. 

It continued to happen even after I cancelled the program and was running 
from the command window. I ran a second program that had previously 
worked and the same error occured. I quit FoxBASE and opened it again 
and the problem was fixed. It reappears regularly but I cannot pin down any 
cause. 

When it occurs, it is always on the first attempt to enter data into the field. I 
have not seen it working then failing while running entering data in the 
program. 

A version of the same program produced using FoxPackage produced the 
same problem when run on the Mac Plus. A check on the memory in use 
while the error was occuring showed that only about half of the 1200K 
allocated was being used. 

Typing in one or two blanks ahead of the number to position the digits next 
to the decimal seem to work, so the problem must only appear when it 
needs to shift the digits across. 

I realise that as I cannot offer you a formula which will guarantee to 
reproduce the problem, you may not be able to do much but any suggestions 
would be appreciated. 

Does version 2.01 fix this problem? If so, how can I get a copy delivered 
immediately, if not sooner? 

The remaining problems are with FoxReport. 

• I have a field which is summed over a category. The original data came from 
a three digit field. The ‘Print zero as blank’ option was chosen. Any results 
which went to 4 digits printed as a row of three asterisks. The width of the 
field on the report was more than sufficient for 4 digits. The solution to this 
problem was to use a format of ‘9999’. Can you give this a mention 
somewhere in the next edition of the manual? 

• A related problem was more dangerous. This time the original data field was 
5 digits and caused no problems. The ‘Print zero as blank’ option was 
chosen but the report field was too narrow to print a 5 digit number. Where 
the total reached 5 figures the report printed a blank (i.e. zero). In the 
report concerned these blanks were very obvious, but this may not always be 
the case, can you get it to show the asterisks for this case? 

• A request, rather than a problem. Can you put the Change/Import resources 
dialog on a menu? I don’t use FoxForm very much and the only way to add 
picture resources to FoxUser is by going through the motions of creating a 
picture field in FoxForm or pasting a graphic into FoxForm. It works fine, 
its just not very elegant. While your’e at it, a Resedit type function within 
FoxBASE would be very useful for inserting XCMDs etc. 



• This is not a problem, just an interesting aside. Macromind Director has a 
runtime version called MacroMind Player, designed to work with HyperCard 
to run animations within HyperCard stacks. It will also work very well with 
FoxBASE. If you haven’t already tried it, the steps are: 

• Create new stack in HyperCard and install the XCMDs needed by 
MacroMind Player using the MacroMind Player manual stack. 

• Use ResEdit to copy these XCMDs to your FoxUser file. 

• The following code should run your movie for you.

Note that the additional controls available for the Player must be entered in 
two sets of brackets, single and double. ‘Movienoupdate’ keeps the last 
frame on the screen until you write to that screen. 

• Please let me know if there is a solution to the GET field problem. I will 
need to deliver the problem program soon and, while there is a mention of 
the problem in the instructions that accompany the program, I would 
obviously prefer to fix it.

Problems 

• I am not aware of any Australian distributor for FoxBASE since Keyway 
ceased to carry it. 

• “View file is invalid’ message appears. One program uses 7 index files on a 
single database in work area A, along with other related databases. The view 
file created using Version 1.1 functions correctly but if I create a new view 
file using version 2 and then open the new view file the ‘View file is invalid’ 
message appears. Only the first database, with no index files appears in the 
view window. 

If I try to restore the 7 index files using the Setup dialog, the message 
‘Command line is too long’ appears when I attempt to add the 5th index 
file. The Command window shows the program is using the full path name 
to describe each index file. In this case the path is ‘Rodime 45 Plus:Fox 
folder:Race_data:’ and so it is easy to see why the line rapidly becomes too 
long. Shortening my disk/folder names won’t work because I have no 
control over what my clients may choose to name their disks/folders 

I can add a command to the program to restore the indexes but it is a real 
pain in interactive mode. 

• View file is invalid’, part 2. The view file in this case has 6 databases and a 
total of 16 index files in use. The View file is invalid’ message appears after 
4 databases and 12 index files have been installed. Note that I have 
previously created a config.fx file to set FILES to 30. 

The original view file created using version 1.1 still works perfectly but the 
version 2.0 file of the identical environment is ‘invalid’. 

• Offering the ability to install your own ‘About ...’ dialog box on the apple 
menu is all veiy well, but none of the sample programs show how to use it. I 
eventually succeeded in adding it to my programs but a simple sample 
program or two would have helped immensely. 



I have just completed a project that required the production of 30 reports 
from a mass of dBase data. Despite the list of problems that follows, I have to 
admit that I was impressed. I was able to produce a wide variety of reports 
quickly and simply. The ability to save the view with the report was especially 
handy. 

• If changes are made to the view file or page setup, while modifying a report, 
the amended view is not always saved when the report is saved. Choosing 
‘Save’ should always save the view file and page setup even if there have 
been no changes to the report. 

• ‘Line and a half spacing in Fox Report does not work on the LaserWriter. 

• I want to be able to align objects in a row without affecting their column 
position. My procedure to achieve this is: Set the horizontal grid to 1, align 
the objects roughly, then select them all and choose align to grid. Can you 
either simplify this procedure or at least describe it in the documentation. 

• Setting the horizontal grid to 0 and choosing ‘Align to grid’ causes Foxbase 
to crash with the message ‘FoxBASE has unexpectedly quit (4)’ or words to 
that effect. (The (4) is correct.) 

• ‘Duplicate’ command only accepts distances in pixels, forcing me to work in 
pixels as my overall unit of measurement when using this feature. 

(Otherwise it’s too hard to work out the column spacing I want.) 

• I am still not sure what symbol the ‘Duplicate’ command accepts as a minus 
sign. I do not have a number pad on my keyboard and it will not accept the 
hyphen. I have to use the arrows to get a negative number then enter the 
number I want after the negative sign supplied on screen. 

• Graphic objects - lines, boxes etc - do not show their attributes when the 
menu is chosen. 

• It is not possible to set the default line thickness. I am printing to a 
LaserWriter and so prefer to use the thinnest line most of the time, but any 
new line is always one point wide. 

• In a multi column report, choosing ‘New Page’ in the data grouping dialog 
box does not work. The new group continues on the same page. 

My solution is to add labels naming the group on the left side of the page 
header and right side of the page footer. These then show the names of the 
group that starts the page and the group that ends the page. 

• If a new level of data grouping is added ‘above’ the existing levels, any fields 
which are being totalled change the category for which the totalling occurs. 
Each field moves one step up the series of groups. The only solution appears 
to be to correct each field individually after such a change. The report 
concerned had 28 totalling fields and the corrections were very slow 
(remember, I only have a Mac Plus) 


Since version 2 has been available in the US for some time now, I assume that 
many of these have already been reported. If you need any further details on 
individual problems, I will be happy to supply them.
